2. The application has been amended as follows: Claims 27-41 are cancelled. 

3. Pursuant to amendments to claims 21 , 26 and 50 and cancellation of claims 27- 
41, rejections under 35 U.S.C 101 (claims 26, 34-36, 37-39) and 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph (claims 21-39 and 40-53) are withdrawn. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to claims 21, 26 and 50, Longfield (US Patent 5,193,057) and Bern (US 
Patent 5,138,549) teach: processing the tax data and preparing the tax return. 

The prior art severally or in combination do not as a whole teach or suggest: a 
taxpayer providing the information about tax data providers to an electronic intermediary 
and the intermediary via electronic connection directly gathering (collecting) the tax data 
relating to the taxpayer from the tax data providers (Specification, page 9, line 14 
through page 10, line 2, Fig. 2, described page 12, lines 1 1-14 and as explained in the 
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Art Unit: 3623 

Remarks, filed IVlarcli 05, 2003, page 8, line 25 through page 9, line 3 together with 
page 9, lines 10-14).

Ma'iTual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview IMust be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to tlie substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fom is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Fonm or in an attachment to the Fonn, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a sepal-ate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The Identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the Interview unless already described In the Interview Summary Form completed by 
the examiner. 

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her.
